INTO LIFE. AFTER 
TS MOTHER DIES

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—A remarkable 
surgical operation—there is only one 
other like it on record in New York— 
wae verformed last night at the Beth 
David Hospital, and a girl was brought 
into the world alive and healthy four 
minutes after the death of her mother. 

The woman was Mrs. Sadie Major, 2 
years old. Her husband died recently. 
She was brought to. the hospital by her 
father about 3:30 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. As she was awaiting the com- 
ing of Dr. Nathan Blaustein, the house 
surgeon, she told her father she .would 
like to walk to the corner and back, for 
she felt faint, and thought the fresh 
air would revive her. 

On the street she collapsed. Supt. Ab- 
bel, who had not wanted her to leave the 
hospital and had been watching her, 
sent attendants to assist her back to the 
hospital. Soon after the young woman 
was attackéd by convulsions, in the 
midst of which she died. 

Dr. Blaustein, who had reached her 
bedside, realized there was a slight pos- 
sibility of saving the life of the child 
and in four minutes after Mrs. Major 
ted a Caesarian operation had brought 
the little girl into the world. She was 
unconscious, but after 10 minutes’ work 
ate resuscitation, the main feature of 
which was alternating applications of 
hot and cold Water, the infant opened 


her eyes and presently was crying 
shrilly.

SUANDINAVIAS 
3 KINGS 10 MEET: 
UNIT AGAINST WAR 


Conference at Malmo Friday 
Will Evidence the Removal 
of Strained Relations. 


| COPENHAGEN, Dec. 15.—By’ invita- 
tion of King Gustav of .Sweden, King 
Haakon of Norway and King Christian 
of Denmark will visit -him at Malmo, 
Southern Sweden, next Friday and Sat- 
urday. ' 

The three Kings wil) be accompanied 
by their Ministers of Foreign Affairs 


and secretaries, and will discuss affairs 
of common interest, which have arisen 
as a result of the war, and especially 
measures for helping the economic sit- 
uation in Scandinavia. 

The meeting of the three Kings will 
be the first conference of these three 
Scandinavian monarchs to discuss state 
affairs since the disselution of the dual- 
ity between Norway and Sweden in 1906. 
The newspapers of the three kingdoms 
are expressing the greatest satisfaction 
at this evidence that the strained rela- 
tions between the royal families of Nor- 
way and Sweden have come to an end 
with this holding out of the olive branch 
by King Gustav, 

The political object of the meeting is 
to demonstrate that Scandinavia repre- 
sents a military and economic entity 
ready to resist outside pressure to take 
sides with any belligerent and able to 
defend its neutrality and resist viola- 
tions of international law. Thebe, the 
Scandinavian Governments allege, are 
greatly hampering their trade and com- 
mercial intercourse with other nations.

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British Nobleman Killed 
in a Flag-of-Truce Trap 


LONDON, Dec. 15.—Members of the 
families of the Marquis of Tweedale and 
the Earl of Aylesford have laid before 
the War Office, in London, evidence that 
Lord Arthur Hay, the heir presumptive 
to the Tweedale marquisate, and Lord 
Guernsey, the eldest son of the Eari of 
Aylesford, were killed by Germans who 
bore a flag of truce, 

Both the young noblemen were sub- 
alterns in the Irish Guards. With a de- 
tachment of their regiment they were on 
a reconnoisance when Lord Hay caught 
sight of a group of Germans headed by 
an officer carrying a white flag. Order- 
ing their men to halt, the two Lieuten- 
ants advanced toward the enemy. Sud- 
denly a murderous fire burst forth from 
the branches of some trees upon which 
a dozen German snipers were perched, 
concealed by the foliage. The party 
with the flag of truce was directly be- 
neath this tree. Lord Hay and Lord 
Guernéey fel! instantly, their bodfes torn 
| by many bullets. 

The Irish Guardsmen charged forward 
and killed every one of the enemy, re- 
turning to the British lines with the 
blood-stained white banner as evidence 
of what had occurred.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—American 
gifts carrying the spirit of peace on 
earth, good will toward men are going 
to warring countries of Europe on an un- 
precedented scale despite the interrup- 
tions of oceanic transportation.

alone, By another ship sacks were dis- 
patched for Germany and Austria, from 
which reasonable assurances of delivery 
have been received. 


Poland Another Belgium;

LONDON, Dec. 15.—Poland is fast be- 
coming another Belgium in point of suf- 
fering. More than 500 Polish towns 
bave been ruined, according to various 
accounts from the correspondents. . Each 
army accuses the other of looting and 
cruelty. The flight of the civilians from 
Lodz was one of the most tragic episodes 
of the war, while one correspondent pic- 
tures the fate of Kalisz as a reptition 
of Louvain, with the slaughter of 400 
civilians and the sacking of the city.

“This strait, which is only three or 
four miles wide on an average, extends 
about 47 miles, ‘unites the Aegean Sea 
end the Sen of Marmora. It has an 
everage depth, however, of approxi- 
mately 225 feet. 


Anchored Far Up Strait. 

“From the information which we havé 
received in a roundabout manner, it is 
probable that the Turkish vessele wer 
anchored far up the strait. It is prob 
able they were approximately 4 miles 
or more from the entrance, through 
which it was necessary for the British 
efbmarine to pick her way. The ep 
trance to the Dardanelles is mined and 
mines have been located in a systein- 
atic manner right up the stream, but a 
rarrow channel has been preserved for 
the use of merchantmen who ply with- 
in. The mines were anchored about 2% 
and 2% feet from the surface. They 
were so placed that it would be almost 
impossible for a battleship to enter and 
eteam through the strait without pass- 
ing over one of them. 

“But the location of the mines gave 
the submarine ‘aimost 26 feet of water. 
on an average in whictli to operate. In 
other words, when the B11 dived to the 
bottom she was approximately 200 feet 
below the mines and it was therefore 
possible for her to move -about.in a 
relatively leisurely manner. 

“The reports indicate that she passed 
ander five lines of mines. These mines 
were probably extremely close together 
—about 60 feet from each other. 

Had Time to Maneuver. 

“The battleships were at a safe dis- 
tance from the inner line of mines, so 
that when the Bll found herself in the 
vicinity of the Turkish ships she had 
ample time to navigate before attacking 
her unsuspecting prey. 

“The great mistake that the Turks 
made has been their failure to dam up 
the entrance of the strait, which is 
only about three to four miles from 
shore. Had they sunk a line of barges 
or vessels across the entrance and 
chained them together {[t would have 
been much more difficult for the Bll to 
have entered. Once she got within 
the Dardanelles, however, she was just 
as safe and could follow her course 
with about as much ease as she could 
bave had she been in the ocean. 

“Undoubtedly the Turks had never 
given a thought to the possibility of a 
vessel of dny sort daring to enter the 
Dardanelles, but it is surprising that 
their wily German advisers had not 
warned them of their danger, since the 
German submarine activities have estab- 
lished the fact that the Kaiser’s sailors 
are about as well informed on subma- 
rine matters as the naval authorities of 
any other country.”

McCulloch, while admitting a number 
of cars had been taken off, would not 
give the exact number of cars, or say 
just when the United Railways began 
increasing the intervals of its service. 

Says Receipts Have Decreased. 

The street car company, McCulloch 
said, is one of the most active barom- 
eters of business conditions, and feels 
a depression in a community quicker 
than any other single institution. He 
said there had been a very great de- 
crease in the United Railway receipts 
and that cars had been taken. off: be- 
cause the traffic was not as heavy as-it 
normally is. He would not state just 
what the decrease in revenue had been. 

The decrease in traffic began last 
July, he said, and got steadily worse. 
Although cars were taken off, he said. 
the United Railways did not lay off a 
single employe. Instead, the working 
hours of each employe were shortened, 
so that while employes’ wages were noi 
as much as formerly, none was entirely 
without a salary envelope. 

Says Service Is Better. 

McCulloch declared that, although the 
service had been diminished, it was 
relatively better than formerly, as the 
United Railways had not taken off as 
many cars as would correspond to the 
decrease in traffic. There are more 
seats for passengers now, he said, that 
there were when the traffic was heavier 
and more cars were operated. 

There has been a noticeable decrease 
in traffic in the middle of the day, after 
supper and on Sundays, as well asin the 
morning and evening ‘‘rush hours.” “We 
might as well turn our cars into the 
yarns after 9 p. m., as there is virtually 
no amusement travel now,’ McCulloch 
said. 

“Rush Hours” Cut to 30 Minutes. 

McCulloch ascribed the decrease in 
traffic to a large number of factory 
workers being out of work. When a 
man learns he is to be laid off, McCul- 
loch said, the family immediately be- 
yins to retrench. While laid off the fam- 
fly usually stays away from amusement 
place, and when the man is back at 
work, it is necessary to curtail expendi- 
tures for a time to pay up debts in- 
curred when out of work. 

The neighborhood amusements, such 
as moving picture houses and school 
house gatherings, also have caused a 
slump in night traffic. 

Bruce Cameron, transportation super- 
intendent, said the United Railways 
“rush hours” had been cut from an hour 
and a half to 30 minutes. There are 30 
car lines and 26 different ‘‘rush hour’ 
achedules, varying as to the character 
of the communities the lines serve. 
There was a decrease in the early-morn- 
ing rush hour traffic, due to factory 
employes being out of work, but within 
the last few days, he said, this traffic 
has begun to improve.

The Board of Public Service, seeking 
to make Locust street a better east- 


i west thoroughfare for motor vehicles 


has decided to recommend the widening 
of the street between curbs by taking 
three feet off each sidewalk. This 
would increase the width of the pave- 
ment from 36 to 42 feet and shorten 
each sidewalk from 12 to 9 feet. 

The widening would begin at Four- 


teenth street apd continue to Theresa 
avenue (3500 west), where Locust street 
ends. 

This can be done at a very little cost, 
President Kinsey of the Public Service 
Board believes. Outlining the board’s 
plans today, he said the street could be 
widened about a year from now, when 
it is planned to resurface the highway. 
There would be no damage to abutting 
property, Kinsey pointed out, and the 
advantages of a wider street would 
cause most owners of abutting property 
to donate the three feet asked by the 
city, he believes. 

Provision for Wider Street. 

Owners of abutting property, in many 
instances, have made provision for fu- 
ture widening of Locust street, by con- 
structing the sidewalk short of the curb 
line. In all but a few blocks on Locust 
street,’ west of Fourteenth street, the 
buildings set back from ten to twenty 
feet from the sidewalk line. However, 
the widening of the street, being made 
at the expense of the width of side- 
walks, would not cause.a building re- 
allignment. 

The widening of Locust stieet, with the 
Locust street cutoff to Lindell boule- 
vard and the proposed cutoff to Wash- 
ington avenue, would make Locust street 
the most convenient motor trafficway to 
cowntown. 

City officials, as told last week in the 
Post-Dispatch, are considering abandon- 
ment of the move begun two years ago 
to widen Washington avenue 2% feet be- 
tween Jefferson and Grand avenues, and, 
instead, are planning to make a cutoff 
between docust street and Washington 
avenue, similar to the Locust-Lindell 
cutoff. 

This is being done as a measure of 
economy. Commissioners appraising the 
Washington avenue property to be con- 
demned in the widening process have not 
finished their task, but Kinsey said it 
was evident the cost would be greater 
than that estimated two years ago. 

“yy” at Leonard Avenue. 

It is likely the city, in abandoning the 
proposed widening of Washington ave- 
nue, would condemn a triangular por- 
tion of the old James Campbell home 
at the northeast corer of Grand and 
Washington avenues, to transform the 
acute angle which now confronts traffic, 
into a straight path between Washington 
avenue, east of Grand and Washington 
boulevard, west of Grand. 

If the substitute plan is carried 
through, Locust street will branch into 
a “Y’’ at Leonard avenue (3300 west), 
directing traffic north to Washington 
avenue and south to Lindell avenue. 

The Motor Accessory Trade Associa- 
tion has appointed a committee to aid in 
the plan to widen Locust street. 


CITY MAY RUN NURSES’ SCHOOL 


‘Counselor Also Finds Way Under 
New Charter to Aid Maternity Home. 


City Counselor Baird today sent to 
Director of Public Welfare Tolkacz 
opinions that under the new charter the 
city has the power to conduct a train- 
ing school for nurses at the city hos- 
pital, and that it has no power to make 
direct appropriations to the St. Louis 
Maternity Home. Baird held, however, 
that the city can make appropriations 
for the care of indigent women, and in 
that manner render assistance to the 
maternity home. 

A training school for nurses has been 
conducted at the city hospital and other 
city institutions with private funds, the 
old charter making no provision for ex- 
penditure of money for the purpose. The 
new charter authorizes the city to con- 
duct educational institutions, in which 
category the City Counselor places 
training schools for nurses. 

Officers of the maternity home have 
for some time been endeavoring to ob- 
tain assistance from the city. Director 
Tolkacz was uncertain whether he could 
legally give aid to the home and called 
on the legal department for an opinion. 


POSTOFFICE ROBBER GIVES UP

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PLANS TO WIDEN {PRESIDENT TELLS 


OF HIS ATTITUDE 
TOWARD NEGRO 


“We Should Help Him in Every 
Way for His Good and 
Ours,’’ Executive Says. 


CONFERS WITH EDUCATORS 


Delegation Representing South- 
ern Universities Granted In- 
terview at White House. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Outlining his 
attitude toward the negro, President 
Wilson today told the University Com- 
mission on Southern Race Questions, 
made up of representatives of 11 South- 
ern colleges, “that our object is to 
know the needs of the negro and sym- 
pathetically help him in every way that 
is possible for his good and our good.” 

Dr. C. H. Brough of the University 
of Arkansas, chairman of the commis. 
sion, told the President the commission 
was organized to make an impartial 
study of: the race question from the 
standpoint of the negro’s economic, hy- 
gienic, civic and moral betterment. He 
said that a very deep investigation of 
the subject was being made, with the 
good of the negro always in mind. 

President Interested in Work. 

“I am very glad to express my 
sincere interest in this work and 
sympathy with it,” said the President 
in reply to Dr. Brough. “I think that 
men like yourselves can be trusted 
to sé@e this great question at every 
angle. There isn’t any question, it 
seems to me into which more care 
needs to be put or more thorough 
human good feeling than this. I[ 
know myself, as a Southern man, 
how sincerely the heart of the South 
desires the good ofthe negro and the 
advancement of his race on all sound 
and sensible lines, and everything 
that can be done in that direction is 
of the highest value. It is a matter 
of common understanding. 

Tells Story About Lamb. 

“There is a charming story told about 
Charles Lamb. The conversation in his 
little circle turned upon some men who 
were not present and Lamb, who, you 
know stuttered, said: 

““T hate that fellow.’ His friend said: 
‘Charles, I didn’t know you knew him.’ 
Lamb said: ‘I don’t. I can’t hate a 
fellow I know.’ 

“I think that is a very profound hu- 
man fact. You cannot hate a man you 
know. And our object is to know the 
needs of the negro and sympathetically 
help him in every way that is possible 
for his good and for our good. I can 
only bid you Godspeed in what is a 
very necessary and great undertaking.’’

USHER REPLIES 
TO VANDIVER ON 
~ HISTORY OF U.S 


Quotes From George Washing- 
ton’s Letter to Show Colonies 
Could Not Whip English. 


Prof. Roland G. Usher wrote ‘“Pan- 
Germanism,”’ but he never ‘panned’ 
Germanism half so hard as his critics 
are now “panning’’ Usher, because of 
remarks which he made at a dentists’ 
banquet last Friday night, touching on 
and appertaining to the American Revo- 
lution. 

The biggest contribution to pan-Usher- 
ism was made by W. D. Vandiver, As- 
sistant Treasurer of the United States 
in charge of the St. Louis Subtreasury. 
In an interview printed in a morning pa- 
per today, Vandiver called on a number 
of historians, on the shades of Chatham, 
of Burgoyne, of Cornwallis and some 
30,000 redcoats and Hessians, to refute 
Usher’s assertions that Great Britain re- 
garded the American Revolution only as 
a “‘riot,”’ and that the patriots of ‘76 
‘did not lick the British Army, because 
it was not here to be licked.” 

Prof. Usher remarked to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, after reading Vandiver's 
interview, that the historical authorities 
cited were ‘‘interesting,’’ but that none 
of them lived in revolutionary times. 
He then said George Washington’s opin- 
ion was good enough for him, and he 
read from Ford’s “Writings of Wash- 
ington’ a letter written in 1780, saying 
that ‘“‘The enemy are at full liberty to 
ravage the country wherever they 
please,”’ and that his army could not 
“expel them unassisted, or even stop 
their career.’”’ From another Washing- 
ton letter he read, ‘‘The militia are in- 
capable of making or sustaining a seri- 
ous attack. * * * The militia fled at 
the first fire.” 

“The American army,’ said Prof. 
Usher, “never beat a European army of 
the size and efficiency usual in Eu- 
rope, because no such army has ever 
been sent over here. The British sent 
troops here to put down a revolt which, 
according to their first information, was 
not large or serious. When they found, 
instead, that they had to conquer a hos- 
tile country, they gave up the attempt. 
Most of the battles, however, were de- 
feats for the Continental army, and sev- 
eral times the patriot forces were in 
danger of annihilation.’’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—President 
Wilson does not think it feasible to 
map out a general plan for co-ordinating 
the powers of the states and the Fed- 
eral Government regarding legislation 
affecting aliens, but believes that each 
alleged discrimination must be dealt 
with on its merits and every effort made 
to conserve treaty obligations. The 
President told callers today that he 
saw no place for Federal legislation on 
the subject. 

The California anti-alien laws, he 
pointed out, specifically provide they 
shall not interfere with existing treaties 
ef the Federal Government with other 
Powers. Discussing the Arizona anti- 
alien employment law, against which 
protests have been made by Italy and 
Great Britain, the President said the law 
did not discriminate between any aliens, 
but placed all on the same basis. 

The President indicated every effort 
would be made to conserve treaty rights 
of aliens living in the United States. 

Former President Taft in a recent ad- 
dress advocated that Congress assume 
authority to prevent states from violat- 
ing Federal treasies with other nations 
so as to decrease the danger of war.

Wife Seeks Part of $100,000

bel Trembath Sweeney against Chief 


Justice Sweeney of the Supreme.Court 
are in the secret files of the court here 
and the details of the suit have not 
been disclosed.

He is ex- 
tremely popular throughout the State 
and the suit brought by his wife was 
unexpected and has caused a sensation.

Jury So Finds in $380,933 Case on 
Judge’s Instructions aa to 
Grain Conspiracy. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—Because the notes 
for $380,933 which Joseph Leiter gave to 
the Interior and Monarch Elevator com- 
panies in payment for grain during his 
attempt to corner the wheat market in 
1898, were given as part of an illegal 
conspirarcy, he need not pay them, 
aecording to the verdict last night of 
the jury which heard the elevator com- 
panies’ suit to recover. 

Leiter’s sole defense was that Frank 
H. Peavy and C. A. Pillsbury, both of 
Minneapolis, representing the elevator 
companies, had conspired with him to 
withhold their wheat from the market. 
Their failure to keep this alleged agree 
ment prevented Leiter from accomplish- 
ing the corner and caused him a loss of 
numerous millions, according to the tes- 
timony.

Real war on smoke was declared to- 
day by Building Commissioner McKel- 
vey, who said he would have 2 in- 
spectors at work by Jan. 1, by far the 
largest force ever used in the Smoke 


Abatement Department. 

“I am going to enforce the law after 
Jan. 1 with such vigor that the public 
will see daylight through the smoke 
blanket before the winter is over,” said 
McKelvey to a reporter. “The smoke 
abatement law has been on the books 
more than 10 years, and although every- 
one in town knows there is an official 
smoke inspector, they regard the office 
as @ joke.” : 

McKelvey will minimize the ceremo- 
niceus letter writing that has teen the 
chief offensive movement of the Smoke 
Department since its organization a doz- 
en years ago. Me has directed Smoke 
Inspector Hoffman to prepare papers for 
court when an observation shows viola- 
tion of the smoke ordinance, and to file 
the papers if the nuisance is not abated 
upon a second notice. Clemency will not 
be recommended by McKelvey for those 
who allow themselves to be haled into 
court when notified to stop the smoke 
violation. 

More Inspectors Available. 

McKelvey said his instructions to W. 
A. Hoffman, Inspector of Boilers, Dle- 
vators and Smoke, are to observe vio- 
lations of the smoke ordinance by every 
Class of buildings in all parts of the 
city, and to eall for as many inspectors 
as will be necessary to do this thor- 
oughly. 

Hoffman ig allowed eight inspectors 
for this work by law. Under the new. 
charter McKelvey is at liberty to trans- 
fer inspectors from his own department 
to that of Hoffman, his subordinate. 

One inspector has been loaned to Hoff- 
man already, making nine men in the 
field, and the additional force will be 
increased to 12 the first of the year, 
when work now under way in the build- 
ing department is finished, McKelvey 
said. 

McKelvey has instructed the special 
counsel of his department, John E. Bow- 
cock, to file appeals in the smoke cases 
decided favorably to the Terminal Rail- 
road Association last Wednesday by two 
juries in the Municipal Police Court. A 
third case against the Terminal will be 
tried tomorrow by a jury in the same 
court. 

The new campaign against smoke will 
not be confined to any particular dis- 
tricts, McKelvey said. It will be direct- 
ed against residences tn which soft coal 
is used in furnaces, as well as railroads 
and industrial plants, bakeries and shops 
of other kinds. 

Annoying in Residence Section. 

McKelvey said the residence smoke is 
annoying those who observe the law in 
every section of the city, including the 
finest residence districts. 

“My wife is the most regular com- 
plainant about the smoke nuisance,” 
said McKelvey. ‘She files a new com- 
plaint almost every morning and leads 
me to the front steps to look at the 
sooty evidence. Last year I complained 
vigorously to the smoke inspection di- 
vision, but my hands are not tied this 
year, since the new charter has put mec

HIGHER FARES BETWEEN 
EAST AND WEST EFFECTIVE 


Reduved Round-Trip Tickets With- 
drawn; Advance Between &t. Louts 
and Chicago. | 

WASHINGTON, Deo. .—Increased 
passenger fares between St. Louis, Mo., 
and Chicago and other similarly located 
cities and points in the BDastern terri- 
tory, east of the Buffalo-Pitteburg line, 
became effective last midnight. 

By the terms of the tariffs filed by the 
raliroads with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, all rornnd-trip tickets, sold , 
at reduced rates, between points in, 
classification territory and Central Pas- 
senger Association territory, are with- 
Crawn and only straight fare tickets 
sold. 

The straight rates between points in 
the two territories are inoreased, gel- 
erally on the basis of a quarter of a cent 
a mile. The advance between St. Louis 
and New York, for instance, is $2. The 
fare between Chicago and New York is 
820, an increase in about the same pro- 
portion. 

The aioe: were made by the roada 
following the suggestion of the commis- 
sion in its decision of the advance rate 
case that passenger fares generally did 
not yleld an adequate revenue.

My neighbor at home 
is a General in the German army, and 
when I departed he told me he would 
watch-out for my home and requested 
that I leave the key of my house with 
him, ~[I'wo weeks later war broke out 
and he is now at the front leading his 
soldiers. 

“That will give you an idea of how 
siddenly the catastrophe came upon mv 
country. We knéw preparations wer: 
being made by England to attack us 
but we thought it would not be for 
about five’ more years. 

“fT cannot understand why it is that 
here in America vou talk about Nietz- 
sche and Schopenhaur and Bernhardi 
and Treitschke as if they represented 
ali that Germany is. They do not. 

“Nietzsche? The Germans do not lixe 
Nietzsche. He was insafie. Why h 
was not even a German. I have nevdl 
read a word of Nietzsche. Treitschke, I 
met him once. He was deaf, very deaf.’’ 

The doctor was asked if he thought 
it likely that this war would give Ger- 
many an impetus toward a republican 
form of government. With an expres- 
sion of infinite amusement on his face. 
he answered: 

“No.” Then he turned ideevieirer

This is not due to any lessening ‘in the city’s 
need for workers, but to the exhaustion of dit- 
ferent budget funds from which the men have 
been paid, 

“Comptroller Player will not hear of a supple- 
mentary appropriation,” says Commissioner Wall, 
in admitting that he could find work for men if 
he had money to pay them. 

“I have refused no supplementary appropria- 
tions,” says Comptroller Player. “If any head of 
a division needs money for necessary work, it wili 
be found.” 

The discharge of employes under these circum- 
stances is a great blunder. The city always has 
work of various sorts which can be performed to 
public advantage. instead of reducing its force, 
St. Louis should be planning ways, as other cities 
of the country are doing, of relieving the general 
distress by increasing its force. 

The blunder of city officials, whoever they may 
be, who are responsible for these discharges, 
and who are said to be planning more, should 
be corrected at once. Proper co-operation be 
tween the financial, legislative and executive 
departments will enable this rich city to do 
justice to those who serve if: The public will 
approve all efforts to meet the emergency.

UNION ELEOTEIO ’'S NEW DEPOSIT RULE. 

The annulment by the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. of the requirement as to a deposit of 
$5 or $10, according to circumstances, to. insure 
the payment of bills is in line with the more in- 
telligent public utility policy. That the conces- 
sion is made just at the time when the Laclede 
Gas. Co, is trying to revive a meter rental to 
encourage the burning of at least 50 cents’ worth 
of gas in all months of the year will not be lost 
on the public. 

Probably no business in the ordinary commer- 
cial lines, in which active competition must be 
met, suffers as smal) losses from “bad bills” as 
the utility companies. In addition to the protec- 
tion of franchises, most of them enjoy a virtual 
monopoly in the form Of service they give. A 
man can’t run up a big bill and avoid paying by 
dealing with the store on the other side of the 
street. 

Traction companies collect in advance and other 
utilities are not content with the simple means 
of enforcing payment by withholding the neces- 
sity they supply. An elaborate system of de- 
posits, of penalties for nonpayment by specified 
dates, of guaranteéd minimum consumption, sur- 
vives from the days when public service corpora- 
tions controlied politics and municipalities. Some 
of the exactions are tolerated because the people 
have become habituated to the custom or have 
never known anything better or are unable to help 
themselves. . 

The butcher, the baker, the candlestick maker 
cannot exact an arbitrary payment for the privi- 
lege of doing business with them. In the supply 
of water under pressure the ready-to-serve cost 
is a factor as in other utilities, but few city- 
owned water departments require deposits or min- 
imum charges. Arbitrary exactions, other forms 
of red tape that only exasperate, can be advan-

A GALLANT FEAT OF ARMS. 

Wherever courage in union with intelligence 
is held in esteem, the feat of Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Norman B. Holbrook in the Dardanelles 
will command admiration. 

To attack two more ships after the shakin; of 
one had revealed his presence in the encounter 
with-the Cressy, the Hogue and the Aboukir re- 
quired special fortitude in Commander Otto Wed- 
dingen of the German submarine U-9, who, with 
the Emden’s commander, shares the distinction of 
being one of the two romantic figures developed 
during the first months of the war at sea. 

But Holbrook of the British submarine B-11 
performed a deed of equal gallantry and skill 
when he braved the swift current of the Darda- 
nelles, dived ynder five lines of anchored mines, 
torpedoed the Turkish battleship Messudieb and 
escaped unscathed from the gunnery of the sink- 
ing vessel and of the forts that lined the shores 
of the strait. 

If the British navy had more Holbrooks, per- 
haps there might have been stirring events to 
break the quietude of the naval deadlock in other 
parts of the world. What the British public will 
want to know is why mines and shore batteries 
at Helgoland and Kiel are so much more for- 
midable than German-planted mines and German- 
commanded shore batteries on the Dardanelles. 
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AN APPEAL TO EMPLOYEBS. 

During the past 12 months the State Free Em- 
playment Bureau has received over 8000 applica- 
tions for employment, from various classes of 
workers. The Superintendent of the Bureau, re- 
alizing that special effort is needed at this time 
to meet the condition of unemployment, is send- 
ing a special letter to all employers, urging them 
to co-operate with the Bureau. 

That they have not done this in the past is evi- 
dent from the fact that the State Bureau com- 
plains that it has to compete with the many pri- 
vate employment agencies. These agencies charge 
an office fee of from $1 “to an exorbitant sum,” 
quoting the Superintendent’s letter. 

The private agencies that give geod service de- 
serve to live. But those that charge, as the 
Superintendent says, “an exorbitant sum” to men 
and women in need of work are as bad as the 
loan sharks. They are law breakers and should 
be put out of business. 

In the present emergency, employers generally 
should make full use of the State Free Employ- 
ment Bureau at 917A Pine street. An army of 
industrious men and women is threatened with 
destitution. Without work, thousands will be- 
come public charges. The State Bureau cannot 
perform the service for which it was created 
unless employers make full use of it. 
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SELF-SUSTAINING POSTAL SERVICE. . 
The claim that the Postoffice Department, with 


a profit for 1914 of $3,569,545, is “self-sustaining | 


for the first time since its organization by Ban- 
jamin Franklin” is a recognition of the charge 
that the profit shown by Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock was a fictitious bookkeeping balance 
and not an actual balance. 

Mr. Hitchcock’s name at least will be associat- 
ed with a drastic endeavor to limit the depart- 
ment’s extravagances. Even a book balance is 
better than the huge deficits shown in a lofg suc- 
cession of prior years. \ 

The department transacts an enormous public 
utility business on terms fairly satisfactory to 
itself. It ought to be self-sustaining, like the 
Postoffice Departments of foreign Governments, 
and even to show a profit representing & reasona- 
ble percentage on the total volume of its busi- 
ness. fb 4 

If the policy of Federal aid for good roads is 
ever forced on Uncle Sam, the amount appro- 
priated in any one year might be limited by gen- 

eral law to the total of such profits. A tremen- 
dous amount of waste stil] remains to be cut out 
of the department. As between the evils of a 
free and unlimited franking privilege and the 
evils of pork barre] highway appropriations, the 
latter might be preferred, with the barrel re- 
stricted to postoffice profits. There would be 
some benefit for the public in good roads. 

Removals of the hobbles on the postal banks, 
inauguration of aeroplane service and extension 
of the motor-car service are among the recom- 
mendations this year for''the governmental de- 
partment which is in closest touch with the life 
of the people. How a large qorps of aviators 
trained in the postal service would/have value for 
national defense in emergency is obvious.

BELGIAN PICTURES 


Sitting in Grandstand at 
the Front. 


TO BE HBRE ALL WEBK 
Soldiers Shot Down and Shells 


Exploded as Operator Worked 
His. Machine. 


Like a reserved seat on the battle 
line, without the perils incident to that 
point of vantage, is the view of one of 
the great scenes in the first and only 
moving pictures taken of the Buropean 
war, being shown throughout this 
week, from 11 a. m, to ll p. m, daily, 
at the Garrick Theater, for the benefit 
of the Post-Dispatch Christmas festi- 
val. 

The spectator, as if he were only a 
few yards away, beholds a troop of 
Belgian infantrymen push forward with 
their rifles te ocoupy the crest of «a 
hillside, near Antwerp. From their 
stooping, cautious positions one can 
vividly sense, although not hear, the 
humming of the deluge of bullets which 
is passing above and about them, 

In this picture, not only realistic, 
but real, of modern warfare, there is 
none ef the old-time spiendor of the 
Scots Greys receiving a charge of cav- 
alry on their bayonets, or of the O14 
Guard galloping to its destruction at 
Waterloo. Instead, the soldiers creep 
forward stealthily, bent almost double, 
and carefully screen themgelves behind 
every protection afforded by the oon- 
tour of the ground. 

For a moment one almost doubts the 
reality of their danger, for no foe is 
visible, and the Belgians fire apparéntly 
at nothing, with a sangfroid and delib- 
erateness which suggests a sham com- 
bot. Then, suddenly, with a poignant 
shock which can never be forgotten, 
the spectator sees his first man fall in 
battle; and there-is- brought- home to 
him with a thrill of horror the fact 
that the figures on the screen are the 
shadows of real men in deadly hazard 
of their lives. 

Man Falls, Shot tm Side. 

Towards the rear of the line a so!- 
dier’s arm, in plain view, abruptly jerks 
upward to the level of his shoulder. 
Then both arms are flung into the air 
and the body ocrumples down to the 
ground. A bullet has struck him in the 
side. In a moment Red Cross bearers, 
heedless of their own peril, are beside 
him, lift him upon a stretcher and bear 
him away. 

An instant later there is a flurry in 
the front rank upon the hillside, the men 
fall apart, and from among them comes 
enother stretched with its piteous bur- 
den. These two tragedies are ar elo- 
quent sermon upon the barbarity of 
war. 

The man who braved the German 
shrapnel to afford St. Louis audiences 
an opportunity to see the fighting in 
Belgium as if with their own eyes is 
Hdwin F.. Wiegle, staff photographer of 
the Chicago Tribune. He took the pict- 
ures under an exclusive contract with 
the Belgian Govesnment. 

The dangers Wiegle underwent may 
be judged not only from the scene on 
the hillside, but from the fact that in 
another picture the camera caug:t the 
explosion of a German shell in a house 
which seems not more than 800 yards 
from the photographer. The walls of 
the house eplash out in every direction 
and the ruing burst Into flame.
